The 
orphanage had given her the 
Vietnamese name of Nguyan 
Thi Thanh Van. She was sick 
and in need of a home, Yering- 
ton decided. 


On bis return to this country 


from 
Vietnam in July, I960 


Yerington and his wife, Linda] 
set out to complete the paper 
work for adoption. They were 
confident they would have the 
child in less than two months. 


That deadline passed, follow- 


ed by many others. For two 
consecutive 
Christmases, 
the 


Yeringtons bought her gifts, but 
Hope Annette remained in Viet- 
i. 
'inally last Wednesday, the 


Yeringtons flew to Minneapolis, 
where an official of the United 
World Mission in DaNang turn- 
ed the child over to them. 


Tiie months of delay were the 


result of much red tape, Yer- 
ngton said, and Hope's poor 
health. She had suffered from 
pneumonia, bronchitis and hepa- 
lilis. Last 
fall, he said, she 


nearly died of dysentery.

Bain, a technical manual writer, 
\yrote to the 50 state governors 
to promote the idea that citizens 
ought to be rewarded for sug- 
gestions which would result in 
saving tax dollars. Almost any- 
one, Bain says, would come up 
with beneficial suggestions, and 
the way to bring them forth is to 
pay for worthwhile ideas. 


, The concept is not new. The 
federal government has had a 
"suggestion 
incentive program" 


iri effect for some years for 
federal 
employes. Some states 


have adopted similar programs 
for their employes. 


Establishing a f o r m a l pro- 


cedure for all citizens to con- 
tribute to greater efficiency on 
the nart of their government is a 
good idea. As a result of Bain's 
campaign a bill has been intro- 
duced in Congress to establish a 
five-member commission to de- 
termine 
citizen awards up to 


§25,000. That commission could 
become a very busy one if the 
proposal becomes law. 


As the plan's author explains: 


"Don't think it takes an expert to 
make 
these suggestions." But 


who is more expert at finding 
fault with the way government 
does things than the citizen who 
pays the bill?

"Such an extraordinary pro- 


cedure," charged the embattled 
faculty, "threatens to jeopar- 
dize the accreditation not only 
of this seminary, but of every 
institution in our synodical sy- 
stem." 
TAKES BIBLE LITERALLY 


For President Preuss, who 


believes that Adam and Eve 
were historical beings and that 
Jonah was literally swallowed 
by a great 
fish, has appointed 


a "fact finding commission," 
designed apparently to flush out 
alleged heterodoxy at 
Concor- 


dia. 


Among five commissioners is 


Dr. Paul Zimmerman of Ann 
Arbor, who (seriously) contends 
that the world was created in' 
six days of 
24 hours 
each.

pages long, with 140 entries. 
IMPRESSIVE DOCUMENT 


T h i s impressive document 


(which is more than twice the 
size of the resume of renowned 
theologian Rheinhold Niebuhr) 
advises 
that Montgomery is 


among "2000 Men of Achieve- 
ment" and listed in four differ- 
eht Who's Who: In America, In 
France, In The Midwest—and in 
Library Science. (Mention of 
the fact that he earned his 
Ph.D. in library science recent- 
ly provoked him to unmitigated 
rage, expressed in a letter in 
which he also recapitulated his 
giant list of academic kudoes.) 


While Dr. Montgomery 
has 


thus far received no awards for 
humility, history's heresy-hunt- 
ers have generally been terribly 
self-assured. This is apparent in 
the pedantic savagery and slea- 
zy over-simplifications he em- 
ployes in debate. University of 
Chicago L u t h e r a n Chaplain 
Wayne Saffen describes Mont- 
gomery's debating technique as 
a "War dance . . . .devoid of 
the fundamental rules of human 
decency".
